LAWTON, May 9.— The judicial 
commission of the El Reno Presby­ 
tery, which has jurisdiction in this 
territory, met here this morning to 
hear charges of “ conduct unbecom­ 
ing a m inister of the Presbyterian 
church” against the Rev. Thomas 
J. Irwin, pastor of the F irst Presby­ 
terian church of Lawton. 
' Mr. Irwin announced recently that 
he would resign from the church 
and his request for dissolution of 
his pastorial relations with the lo­ 
cal church was to be presented to 
the commission this morning. This 
action, in the opinion of the mem­ 
bers of the Presbytery, will elimi­ 
nate the necessity of a trial. 
When Jake L. Hamon, was buried 
at Ardmore more than two years 
ago, the Rev. Mr. Irwin preached 
the funeral services, eulogizing the 
former republican national commit­ 
teeman. The pastor had been a con­ 
stant supporter of Hamon and this 
with the funeral service brought dis­ 
may to his congregation, split the 
church, and resulted in part of the 
congregation leaving. Then last sum­ 
mer the m inister married a couple 
in a bathing pool at a summer re­ 
sort near here, and more w ithdraw ­ 
als from the church followed. 
Who F ired C hurch? 
Recent fires were discovered in 
that portion of the church built by 
Mr. Hamon and arrangem ents were 
made to destroy the motion picture 
booth placed in the church by H a­ 
mon. Then later, on Saturday night, 
the pastor was abducted by three

persons,

ways gotten along without them. 
So they have and so did man get 
along 
without 
mowing 
machines, 
binders, etc., for a lpng time but^ 
will he go back to these crude ways 
of doing things? No. Then why not 
let the wife use machinery which 
will reduce her work in proportion; 
running water in the home, power 
washing machines, 
electric 
irons, 
etc. f Everyone cannot have the elec­ 
tric iron, washer, etc., but nearly all 
can have running water in the home 
and a sewage disposal system. There 
is no one thing that causes more 
drudgery for the housewife than car 
rying water into and slop out of 
the house. 
The wife 
is 
entitled 
to these 
things and I cannot help but believe 
that it is the man’s duty to see that 
she has them. Her work on the farm 
is hard enought at the easiest. Sit 
down and figure a little and see if 
you cannot afford to make your 
wife happier by making her work 
easier- Putting running water in 
the house is a good place to start.
